1 . (Previously presented) A composition of matter, which comprises in admixture; 
N-acetylcysteine, N-acetyl-d-glucosamine and vitamin C whereby the amount of vitamin 

C is in an amount of at least 1000 mg. or greater to facilitate the absorption of N-acetylcysteine 
across the cellular membrane; and, a pharmaceutically acceptable carrier for oral administration.

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formation, uvetis, emphysema, gastric ulcers, oxygen toxicity, neoplasia, undesired cell 
apoptosis, radiation sickness.
